AN ECCENTEIC ACTOR 


THE CAREER OF GEORGE JONES, BET- 


TER KNOWN AS "COUNT JOANNES." 


A L&wy<<r, lecturer, Writer and HJntrlonlc 


Star- For Many Yearn the Ilatt Fur Rid- 
icule- Hln Suit Agnlnut Sotl|«rn—Died at 
ljut In Poverty. 


Ono of tho occcntrlo ohnractore of old 


Now York, a fninillar flgtiro to Its citizens 
during most of tholntor\nl between tlio 
early thirties and his donth in December, 
187U, was Oeorno JOHOB, or, us ho styled 
hiniHolf, "Count Joannes." Ho was one 
of them: persons occasionally niot with 
now as then whoso idiosyncrasies marked 
him out for almost constant pnblio atten- 
tion nrnl ridicule. To tho attention ho wns 
by no means averse, but ho was an in- 
tensely solemn individual when consider- 
ing himself, and there is no doubt that ho 
often suffered kuonlyfrom bcln/< niado tho 
Ronoral butt for New Yorkers' amusement. 
It bocnmo tho fashion when ho appeared 
on tho htiigc in his later years for audi- 
ences to hoot, howl, jeer and almost mob 
tho poor old "count," in their ferocity of 
ric'iouln Ho usually bore it all with much 
couraRr, exhibiting concern noro for tho 
supporting members of ins company than 
for himself, fearing lest they should bo in- 
volved In his own disaster. Unquestion- 
ably tho public had somo oxouso, too, for 
its behavior. The "count" grow to boa 
vory bnd aotor ns ho advanced In years, 
and his personal appearance wasgrotcsquo 
In tho (Utronio. Ho was tnll and largo, 
with n M'holarly stoop. Ills face was long 
and showed tho trncos of ago, though ho 
always dyed his heavy inustncho. 


Hovoro a wig which fitted oxoornbly. 


Tho elder Sothorn Bald of it that "you 
could put two flngors between it nnd his 
head and twist it all around." One lock 
was carefully arranged to fall upon his 
forehead and tho hair ft the back hung 
down to his coat collar. He was anything 
but neat In his ordinary dross. A heavy 
felt hat and elothos ol blaok broadcloth, 
decidedly shiny, woro his usuil costume. 
For o nncktio ho woro a rod ribbon with 
bis "ordor" of nobility attached to it. His 
ngod blaok hid gloves were carried in one 
hand, nnd the other was thrust molodra- 
mntlcnl].. Into tho bosom of his coat. His 
attitudes were ahmys studied and tragic, 
and ho resented tho least attempt to trifle 
with hlu dignity. 


The "court's" career was a remarkably 


varied one. Ho was of Welsh descent and 
was born In England in 1810. He Is said 
to have begun his stage life in that coun- 
try, but his experience there must have 
boon short, for ho wns playing In America 
In 1881. Ho had secondary parts in vari- 
ous plays, most of them Shakespearean 
tragedii"", nnd his reputation as an actor 
at that time was creditable. An Incident 
which happened one New Year's night at 
nboutthls poriod proves that tho "count," 
or Jones, hod n good share of courage. He 
wn§ playing at tho Bowery thuatar In 
"Richard III" with tlio older Booth. 
Booth was tho king and Jones had tho 
part of Richmond. Booth had been drink- 
ing heavily, nnd as tho play proceeded 
fancied that ho was tho actual King Rich- 
ard. 
Under this delusion ho came upon 


the stagu in tho last act In a frenzy and 
made desperate efforts to kill Richmond 
in fight. Jones saw tho condition of af- 
fairs, met Booth coolly and by his excel- 
lent swordsmanship succeeded in disarm- 
ing him and bringing him to the ground. 
The public applnudod wildly, not oompro- 
'hendlDg tho situation, but knowing that 
they wtro witnessing n splendid contest. 
i> \Vhilo at \jo Bowery theater Jones mar- 
ried Mtllnda Topping, the daughter of a 
TJew York builder. Sho was an actress of 
some ability and played many engage- 
ments in this city and through the coun- 
try. 
Sho afterward separated from Jones 


and took their two daughters, Avonia nnd 
Curollno, to live with her. Avonin became 
herself nn actress, nnd on one occasion re- 
fused to support^ her father in i play In 
Iwblch ho requested her to take a part. 


In 1811 Jones left tho stage and went to 


'England, where he delivered a series of 
lectures on tho Bible. 
Ho subsequently 


traveled about Europe, fvnd It wns in Ger- 
many, according to his story, that tho title 
"eount" wiis conferred upon him for bis 
lltornry achievements. 
This was never 


proved, and few believed him. Ho wrote 
toeTeral books on historical subjects at 
about this time. 
f Upon his return to America began an- 
other phase of Count Joannes' career— 
tils legal aspirations. lie was admitted to 
the bar in Boston, and, coming from there 
here, was admitted to tho Now ^ork bar 
in I860. Ho became a constant attendant 
•t the courts, frequently for the purpose of 
bringing suits for llbol. In these actions 
be was generally his own client. Some- 
times his grievance was that an aspersion 
had been cast upon his title. But his most 
famou'i suit was that againet"Dunc!reary" 
Sothorn, for caricaturing him, as he com- 
plained, in tho ploy of "The Crushed 
Tragedian." This suit occupied the court 
(or a tow days, during which the specta- 
tors extracted infinite amusement from 
{the proceedings, but the judge decided 
that no Injunction could bo served upon 
Sothorn to prevent him from continuing 
the play. Sothern declared that he had not 
the slightest Intention of caricaturing the 
oeunt and that he scarcely knew him. 


After some years' absence from the stage 


he appeared in April, 1870, at the New 
york_Acodemy of Music as Hamlet. He 


woro black t otton sloven and a shnky little 
coronot nnd with his old wrinkled fucound 
dyed mustache presented u ludicrous yot 
pathetic spci'tuclu. Ho mot storiub of ridi- 
culo from tlio audience, which had assem- 
bled solely f'>r that purpose. He plnyod oc- 
casionally tl cronftcT, but kept Klnkingoon- 
btnntly low( r and finally died in poverty 
ut tho West Sido hotel on Dec. 30, 1870. 
His funeral wns on Jan. 6, 1880, at "Tho 
Little Church Around the Corner," and I 
his Uody was laid in Maple Grovo cemo- 
tory, tho authorities of which offeredajplot 
for tho buri.il.—Now York Tribune. 


TRAINING OF FIREMEN. 


All Are Athletes, nnd No Cowards Can 


dot luto the Department. 


Jacob A. Rils writes of "Heroes Who 


Fight Firo" in Tho Century. Tho article 
Is one of thn sorios on "Iloroos of Pon^a." 
Mr. Riis sajs: 


Firemen are athletes ns n innttoi' of 


course. They havo to be, or they oould not 
hold their places for a week, even if they 
oould got into thorn at all. Tho mero 
handling of tho scaling ladders, which, 
light though thoy scorn, weigh from 1C to 
40 pounds, loquiros unusual strength. No 
particular skill is needed. A man need 
only have steady nerve and the strength 
to ruiso tho long polo by its narrow end 
nnd jam tho iron hook through a window 
which ho cannot BOO but knows is thoro. 
Once through, tho tooth i.i tho hook and 
tho man's vteight upon tho ladder hold it 
safe, and thoro is no real danger unless ho 
loses his hrad. Against that possibility 
the sovoro d"ill in tho school of instruction 
Is tho barrier. Any ono to whom climbing 
at dizzy heights or doing tho hundred and 
ono things of peril to ordinary inon which 
firemen are constantly called upon to do 
causes tho least discomfort is roiootod as 
unfit. About 5 per cent of all appointees 
are eliminated by tlio ladder test and nev- 
er get beyond their probation service. A 
certain smaller percentage takes itself out 
through loss of "nerve" generally. 
Tho 


first experience of a room full of smother- 
ing sraoko, with tho flro roaring overhead, 
Is generally sufficient to convince the timid 
that the sor-. ice is not for him. No cow- 
ards are dismissed from tho department, 
for tho reason that none got into it. 


The notion that thoro is a life saving 


corps apart Irom tho general body of fire- 
men rests upon a mistake. Thoy arc one. 
Every fireman nowadays must pass muster 
at lifo saving drill, must climb to the top 
of any building on his scaling ladder, 
slide down with a rescued comrade or 
jump without hesitation from tho third 
story into tho lifo not spread below. By 
such training tho men ar^. fitted for their 
work, and the occasion comes soon that 
puts them tu tho test. It came to Daniel 
J. Moaghcr, foreman of Hook and Laddor 
company No. 3 when in tho midnight 
hour a woman hung from tho fifth story 
window of a burning building, and tho 
longest laddor at hand foil short ton or 11 
dozen feet oC reaching her. 
Tho boldest 


man In tho crow had vainly attempted to 
reach her and In tho effort had sprained 
his foot. 
There wcro no scaling ladders 


then. 
Moaghcr ordered the rest to. plant 


tho ladder on tho stoop nnd hold it out 
from the building so that ho might roach 
the vory topmost step. 
Balanced thus 


where the slightest tremor might have 
caused laddor and all to crash to the 
ground, he bade tho woman drop and, rc- 
coiving her in his arms, carried her down 
sufe. 


A Great Feast. 


C. H. Sonn, in nn article on "Feastsand 


Epicures of Olden Times," prints nn au- 
thentic list of tho materials used nt a ban- 
quet given in 1470 by tho Earl of Warwick 
.to his brothiT GoorgoNeville, upon his be- 
ing raised to tho dignity of archbishop of 
York. 
Among tho articles provided were 


300 tuns of nlc, 104 tuns of wine, 1 tun of 
spiced ttlo, 10 fat oxen, 6 wild bulls, SOO 
pigs, 1,004 wethers, 400 hernsles (young 
herons), 201) pheasants, 500 partridges, 
4,000 woodcocks, 400 plovers, 100 curlews, 
100 quails, 1,000 eggcts, 800 hogs, 300 
calves, 8,000 geese, 3,000 capons, 100 pea- 
cocks, 200 cranes, 200 kids, 2,000 chickens, 
4,000 pigeons, 4,000 rabbits, 204 bitterns, 
4,000 duoks, 200 rccs, 4,000 bucks, docs 
and roebucks, 150 hot venison pasties, 
1,000 dishes of jollies, 4,000 cold vonison 
pasties, 3,000 hot custards, 4,000 cqld cus- 
tards, 400 tarts, 300 pikes, 300 bream, 8 
seals and 4 porpoises. 


To prepare this fonst required the serv- 


ices of 1,000 cooks, 62 kitcheners and 515 
scullions. The number of people who par- 
took of this feast is not given, but it 
could not hnve boon loss thnn from 15,000 
to 20,000. Tho cost of such a banquet 
would not have boon excessive, as at that 
timo tho price of a rabbit and a lamb was 
the same—about 8 cents ea.ch; a turbot 
cost 12 cents, u fat hog about 80 cents and 
a fat sheep !17 cents. Twenty eggs oould 
bo bought for 8 cents, a swan for 8 cents 
and ulo for 3 cents a gallon. The estimate 
of tha number of persons who attended the 
banquet of the Earl of Warwick must bo 
largely reduced if their appetites and ca- 
pacities wero constructed upon the lines of 
those of Mllo and Thoogenos, both of 
whom were reputed to bo able to eat an 
entire ox at a single meal. Mr. Senn gives 
the origin of the colloquial phrase—"to 
eat humble pie." It Is derived from a dish 
composed of the "umbles" or entrails of 
deer, which was served at dinners to those 
of inferior facial status. 


The first entry on the books of the New 


York subtavasury was a credit to Lieuten- 
ant W. S. Eosecrans as a government dis- 
bursing officer.
